'^jijijicriments,  accurately  condii»ited,  I  am 
j^kljbd  to  believe,  that  all  vetictablcs,  from 
hyflbp  upon  the  wall  to* the  cedar  of 
i||j|Lebanon,  receive  their  principal  nourilh- 
from  oily  particles  incorporated 
,^^/ith  water,  by  means  of  an  alkaline  fait 
ir  abforbent  earth.  Till  oil  is  made  mif- 
iblc,  it  is  unable  to  enter  the  radical 
tcflcls  of  vejjctablcs ;  and,  on  that  ac* 
ount,  Providence  has  bountifully  fup- 
ilied  all  natural  foils  with  chalky  or  other 
bforbent  particles.  I  fay  natural  foils, 
□r  thofc  which  have  been  alliftcd  by  art 
re  full  of  maten'als  for  that  purpofe.; 
iirh  as  lime,  mnrl,  foap-nlhes,  and  the 
olatile  alkaline  fait  of  putrid  dunghnis. 
Let  us  attend  to  the  effedts  of  manures 
f  an  oily  nature,  .and  we  (hall  foon  be 
itisfied  that  oil,  however  modified;  is 
fic  of  the  chief  things  concerned  in  vege- 
ition.  Rape-dull,  when  laid  upon  land, 
VoL.

is  a  fpredy  and  certain  manure,  though 
an  cxpenlive  one,  and  will  generally  an- 
fwer  belt  on  a  lime-fioue  land,  or  where 
the  foil  has  been  moderately  limeil.  This 
fptcics  of  manure  is  much  eltecmed  by 
the  firmer.  It  cont.aius  the  food  of 
plants  ready  prepared  ;  but  as  it  is  not 
capalde  of  loofening  the  foil  by  any  fer¬ 
mentation,  the  lands  upon*which  it  is 
laid  out  ought  to  be  in  excellent  tilth.  At 
prefent  that  ufcfiil  article  of  hufb.mdry  is 
much  diir.inilhcd  in  goodnefs,  owing  to . 
the  improved  methods  of  cxtr.'ufting  the 
oil  from  the  rape.  Heat  and  prefTure  are 
employed  in  a  double  degree. — 'Farmers 
that  live  in  the  neighbourhood  of  large 
towns  life  abundance  of  fr:ot.  It  is  an 
oily  manure,  but  (’ifTrrcnt  from  the  for¬ 
mer,  containing  alkaline  fait  in  its  own 
nature,  calculated  as  well  for  opening’ 
the  foil,  33  for  rendering  the  oily  parts 
rnifcihle  with  water.  It  is  obferved  that 
pigeons  dung  is  a  rich  and  hafty  manure. ' 
Thcfe  animals  feed  chiefly  upon  grains 
and  oily  feeds;  it  mull  therefore  be  cx- 
peded  that  their  dung  -fbouKl  contain  a 
large  proportion  of  oil.  The  dimg_of 
ftaiile-kept  horfes  is  alfo  a  ftrong  ma¬ 
nure,  and  Ihould  not  be  ufed  until  it  has 
ufidcrgone  the  putrid  ferment^  in  order  to

J^The  air  c«m tains  no  fuel)  lalt  as  r)erreCt 
itre;  it  a  faditious  fait,  and  is  made 
y  the  nitrous  acid  falling  upon  a  proper 
utrix.  The  makers  of  nitre  form  that 
lalrixof  the  ru’d):lh  of  old  honfes,  fat 
aith,  and  any  fixed  alkaline  fait.  The 
iniverfal  acid,  as  it  is  called,  is  altra<iled 
y  thefe  mateiiab,  ami  forms  true  nitre, 
which  is  rcndeiid  pure  by  means  of  cryf- 
tallization,  and  in  that  bu  m  it  is  brought 
to  us.  In  very  hot  countries  the  natural 
earth  forms  a  matrix  for  nitre,  which 
makes  the  operation  very  Oiort.  It  is 
obfeivcd  that  r.ilre  is  moft  plentifully 
formed  iri  winter,  when  the  wind  is  nor¬ 
therly  :  hence  we  may  iindcrftand  the 
true  rcafon  why  tarn  cis  and  niirfcrymcn 
lay  up  their  linds  in  high  ridges  during 
the  winter  moiillis.  The  good  effeds  ot 
tint  operation  are  wholly  attributed  to 
the  mechanical  ad  ion  of  the  frofl  upon 
the  gronml.  Light  ft'Ils,  as  well  as  the 
tough  cr.c?,  may  bj  tripofcd  to  hi^h 
ridics,  but  wlln  foine  lioiitaliun,  in  order 
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to  imitate  the  n.ud  walls  in  Germany, 
which  arc  found,  by  experience,  to  cidUCt 
c  .nliderable  quantities  of  nitre  duiing 
the  winter.

[IN  vol.  xxxviii.  p.  i66.  we  inferlcd 
f/me  account  of  this  ingenious  artiilX 
method  of  preparing  the  conipoiirion 
of  metal  for  the  Specula  of  Rrllecting 
Ttlefcopcs. — \Vc  arc  delired  by  feve- 
ral  gentlemen,  lovers  of  that  inofl  cu¬ 
rious  branch  ot  Science,  to  pive  a  fur¬ 
ther  detail  of  the  procefs  for  perfe.'l- 
ing  fuel)  Specula  ;  which  Mr  Mudge 
purfues  as  follows  :  J 

\  I-L  that  19  necclTary  to  be  done  to 
r\  procure  a  incral  which  (liall  he 
wdiite,  as  hard  a?  it  can  be  wrought,  and 
pcrfedly  compad,  is  to  melt  two  pounds 
of  SwediH)  copper,  and  when  f.)  mrited, 
to  add  fourteen  ounces  and  a  i.alf  id* 
grain-tin  to  it ;  tlieii,  having  iiken  oif 
the  fcoria,  to  cart  it  into  an  ingot.  This 
metal  mult  be  a  fccond  time  nieltcd  u> 
caft  the  fpcculum  ;  but  as  it  will  fufc  in 
this  compound  ftate  with  a  fmall  heat, 
and  therefore  will  not  calcine  the  tin  in¬ 
to  putty,  it  niould  be  poured  off*  as  fooii 
as  it  is  melted,  giving  it  no  more  heat 
than  is  abfolutely  titceir»ry.  Jt  is  to  be 
obferved,  however,  that  the  fame  metrd, 
by  frequent  melling,  lofts  fomething  of 
its  hardnefs  and  whitenefs  :  wlieii  this  is 
the  cafe,  it  becomes  iieceflary  to  enrich 
the' metal  by  the  addition  of  a  lit'ie  tin, 
perhaps  in  tlie  proportion  cf  half  an  ounce 
to  a  pound.  And,  indeed,  when  the 
mttal  is  fiift  made,  if,  inheail  of  adding 
the  fourteen  onnci  s  and  a  half  of  tin  t.» 
the  two  pounds  of  melted  copper,  about 
one  ounce  of  me  tin  were  to  he  lefn  ved 
and  adiled  ti>  it  in  the  fiici  tedii:g  mejt- 
ing,  before  it  is  call  off  into  the  nionlds, 
the  compolition  would  be  the  more 
beautiful,  atid  the  grain  of  it  much  finer  ;

The  prcfeiit 
American  war  affords  too  finking  a  proof 
of  this  melancholy  truth,  iiad  the  lead¬ 
ing  men  in  IXritain,  France,  or  America 
been  influenced  by  that  divine  principle, 
ad  parties  might  fii'l  have  enjoved  the 
bleifings  of  peace.  Had  not  Biitain  bteu 
I  rKCll^d  by  a  princlnlc  f*f  o^tnfation,  ihc 
v.  tvjld  have  allowed  the  Americans  to  tax 
themf  Ives,  and  not  have  attempted  to 
t.ix  them  in  an  unconftitiitional  manner.

N  perufing  your  Magazine.  (Vol  xllii.

Whoever  is.acquaint- 
cd  with  the  liidory  of- ancient  fages  will 
know  th’t  the  word  pi?i/o/c>/>ier  compre¬ 
hends  all  the  learning  of  the  times,  i 
firjll  therefore  continue  the  date  of  .the 
qneftion,— Whether  docs  the  Philofo- 
pher,  or  the  Man  of  Bufinefs,  mod  fervicc 
to  fociety.?  Society,  Sir,  is  compofcci 
of  varioiii  ami  important  charaders, 
all  rooibincd  and  diretded  -for  mutual 
K'.ppinefK  and  protedlon.

wjth  his  fpecies,  and  to  prefer  a  ci-

ing.  The  defirc  of  improving  our  intcl- 
lecfnal  faculties,— of  enUrgirg  our  idea*, 
— of  fcrviiig  fomc  valuable  eiul,  — and  of 
Arquiriiig  fnme  importance  in  the  edima- 
tion  of  the  judicious,  may  be  reirarded  as 
a  principle  which  operates  uniformly  on 
every  luipd  to  mingle  in  fociety.  Society 
w'wee  itioiigin,  its  (lability,  and  Us  du- 


' 

ration  to  many  canfes,— but  derives  from 
no  quarter  furer  drength  than  from  the 
introduilion  of  literature.  The  low  dale 
of  fociety  in  the  ruder  ages  of  the  world, 
and  the  rapid  progrefs  that  has  been  m.':dc 
in  every  department  of  bufmefs  fmcc  the 
revival  of  learning,  .ibiindanlly  illuftrutes 
the  above  obfervation.  Hence  it  appi  ar«, 
tluat  the  Philofophcr  and  the  Man  of  iia- 
fiucfs  arc  the  two  grand  pillars  on  which 
fociety  refts;  but  here  it  is  inquired, 
which  of  ihcfe  is  mod  beneficial  to  foci¬ 
ety?— I  hefitate  no:  to  fay^  the  Philofo- 
phcf. 

The  druidure  of  the  human -body,  built 
with  the  mod  e.'iquifue  (kill  and  wifdom, 
lias  its  members  admirably  fitted  ;  yet 
not  without  a  proper  fubordination.  Who* 
would  prefer  «a  finger  to  the  arm,  or  the 
arm  to  the  head  ?  Would  not  all  the 
mcmheri  of  the  body  become  an  ina^Ivc 
mafs,  iinicfs  under  the  iHredlion  and  coti- 
troul  of  the  mind?  Let  us  apply  this 
reaft»ning  to  the  prefciil  caf*.*.— The  Flii- 
lofophcr,  as  rerfed  in  all  the  arts  of  go- 
.vernment,— in  all  live  ai  tsof  commerce, 
—in  all  the  arts  of  mechanics,  eafily  per* 
.ceives  all  the  dages  and  .movements  of 
fociety,  lays  open  the  avenucf  to  all  im¬ 
provements,  and  gives  motion, as  it  were, 
to  ill  the  wlicels  of  tiiia  grand  machine. 
How  foon  the  Fhi’ofopher  fails  to  mr.he 
4fis  drfvoveries, — -to  cKplofc  didant  regi¬ 
ons, — to  explain  the  caufes  of  everts, 
and  tliclr  connciflions,  and  to  animate  the 
fpirit  of  focitty., — fo  foon  do  the  members 
of  the  body  become  inaftivc,  or,  winch  U 
avorfo,  run  into  confufion  and  diforder. 
The  philofophcr,  from  his  refcarches  int/> 
the  nature  of  men  and  of  things,  holds 
up  llie  lamp,  as  it  were,  \%hich,  while  it 
fpreads  an  agreeable  ludre  around  d>ci- 
cty,  points  out  the  different  rcads  which 
lead  to  the  cxercifc  of  every  manl^' virtue. 

The  exertion  of  mere  force,  unlefs 
-guided  by  the  light  or  diiflatw  of  found 
philofophy,  can  produce  no  event  either 
to  ficilitate  the  practice  of  arts,  or  to 
bring  an  accedlon  of  riches  or  of  powe;* 
to  fociety.  When  force,  however,  is 
(klilfully  cTT.ploycd,  and  applied  to  the 
purpofes  of  life  with  .judgmeut  and  fa- 
pacity,  what  advantages  may  we  not  ex- 
-ped  from  it?  V.^ill  it  not  drike  terror  iiiu» 
the  dagitlous,— Inlimidate  the  haughty 
foe, — fecure  our  frontier, — augment  the 
rel'ourcei  of  fociety,— extend  our  com¬ 
merce,  and  become  the  bulwark  of  our 
ration?.  Tlifi  conncflion,  t,iu*rel.fcie,  her 
tween  the  riiiloh»phtrana  the  M.m  cf  Ihi- 
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ftratci  of  the  cities  and  towns  thro’  which 
he  palFed  begged  him  come  and  c\ii'e 
their  lick.  The  K  ng,  being  informed  of 
it,  ordered  him,  by  tljc  Kail  ot  Arhngto?;, 
S  ’cretary  ofSta'c,  to  come  lo  *V'hitchiii. 
'i'he  Court,  though  not  fully  perldaded  of 
hi»  miracilloub  pvnvcr,did  not  k)rbid  him 
t(>  make  himfclf  known,  lie  went  every 
diy  to  a  particular  part  of  Lundooi 
where  a  pr**digioiio  nu.nberof  Tick  perfons 
of  all  ranks,  an«l  ofbotli  irxes,  afiemblrd. 
IIl  did  nothing  but  Itioke  them.  Pains, 
the  gout,  rnrnmatiiin,  convulfions,  &e. 
were  driven  by  his  touch  irom  one  p.Tt 
to  an*. thcr,  t«>  ihc  u*mull  extremities  of 
lliC  body,  after  which  they  truirely  c*^- 
iVvi.  Tliis  occalioncd  hi.  being  called 
'Lis  Streker.  He  alcrihed  level'll  difoi*- 
uerfi  to  evil  fpiiitii,  which  he  divided  in»o 
ditre''enl  kind*.  As  Toon  as  the  polFef*- 
fed  law  him,  or  heard  h'^  voicei  they  fell 
on  the  ground,  or  into  violent  agitations. 
11:  cured  them,  as  he  did  other  fick  per- 
by  ftroking.  He  conid  not,  how¬ 
ever,  convince  every  one  of  the  reality  of 
his  iniracnions  gift ;  many  wrote  violent¬ 
ly  acrainft  him,  but  he  found  fome  zealous 
advocates,  even  among  the  Faculty.  He 
hin;f'*!f  publiihcd,  in  1660,  a  letter  ad- 
d'-eifctl  to  the  celebrated  Mr  Koyle,  in 
v.’hlch  he  g.ivc  a  fuccinct  hiltory  of  his 
I* If,  from  wiiich  the  above  paiticiilnrs 
cr-  extracted.  He  annexed  to  ihi«  pain- 
p.il:  t  a  irieat  number  of  certilicalcs,  Ugued 
by  p-rfons  of  known  probity,  and  aiiuiiig 
oihei  3  by  Mr  Boyle,  and  by  the  celebra¬ 
te  <  Drs  ’>v'ilkius  VVliichcot,  Cud  worth, 
ar  1  Patr  ck,  W’ho  attelfed  the  truth  of 
Fvne  wonderful  cure*  that  he  had 
wrought.  Notwithft.anding  all  tirn*,  it 
appeared  at  length  that  all  thefe  niiracn- 
iou-  caiife^  were  only  built  on  the.  cre¬ 
dulity  of  the  public. 

He  returned  to  Ireland  in  1667  ♦ 
thyu;h  he  iived  there  many  years,  he  no 
longrr.kCpt  up  the  reputation  of  perbif- 
ining  thole  ftrange  circs  which  have  pro¬ 
cured  him  a  name  even  in  our  general 
hiilories.  But  in  tliii-  his  cafe  is  very  liri- 
gular.  that  on  the  ftricted  enquiry  no  fort 
'•t  blrinilii  was  ever  thrown  upon  In* 
character  ;  nor  did  any  of  thofc  curious 
and  b*  ;ined  perf^ns,  who  efpoufed  his 
■^••fe,  draw  any  imputation  upon  (bem- 
fHves  ;  though  at  the  fame  time  it  mull 
t*e  adowed  that  there  were  feveral  very 
and  knowing  virtuofi,  who  could 
uot  be  brought  tc  have  any  great  opinion 
<'f  his  pel  f'U  fiiaricrs,  but  were  lather  in- 
::.*:'rd  to  r.ttributc  all  he  did  tc  the  mere 
If  •i.eaev  of  ri'uii  lOfi,  ...

th(>uph  liicy  were  fonu  timea  conlidered 
inlligatrirs  of  riotous  mirth,  yet  they

“  In  the  qu  dities  of  the  difl'erent  nccef- 
farles  of  life,  x  lludied  gradation  was  con¬ 
trived,  proportional  to  the  rank  of  the 
perfons  for  whom  they  were  intended, 
which  did  lillle  honour  to  the  humanity 
of  the  limes.  Thev  had  four  dittVtent 
kinds  of  wheaten  ^  bread,  the  finelt 
called  M.inchet,  the  feco;.d  Che.it,  ‘or 
trencher  bread,  the  third  Ravelled,  and 
(he  fourth,  in  Engla"u1,  Mci'celin,  in 
Scotl.ind,  Mtfldoch.  The  Ravelled  was 
baked  up,  juft  as  it  c.ime  from  the  mi’d, 
flour,  bran,  atid  all  ;  but  in  the  Mefcelin 
or  Maihloch,  the  flt.>ur  w  a-i  alrnoft  entirely 
fiftcel  from  it  ;  a  portion  of  rye  was  mixed 
with  the  bran,  .ind  this  compolition  wa.'; 
given  to  poor  pe^'P'^  fervants.  A- 
greeahly  to  the  fime  invidious  tcconon.y, 
there  were  .allowed  for  ".tilling  I.oid 
Northumberland's  \s*holc  body  linen  ton 
ye.ir,  fixleen  Ihillings  f  ;  for  my  Ladv'5, 
ten  lliillings ;  for  Lord  Percy’s,  foe  dril¬ 
lings  ;  for  the  younger  fons  of  the  f.imily, 
t'voatul  fixpence  each  ;  for  thegcntlenun, 
attendants  on  Lord  Nortl.iimberland,lwo 
fliillings  each.  As  for  thofe  of  inferior 
rank  in  his  Lordfliip’s  family,  they  appear 
tohaveh.id  no  body  linen  at  all. 

“  Their  lodging,  both  in  refpe^l  to 
houfes  and  furniture,  afforded  the  moil: 
wre‘che<l  accommodiition.  I'roiirart  in¬ 
troduces  a  Scotfm.an  fpeaking  in  thefe 
terms  :  *•  For  thouuh  the  Engliflimcn 
‘  burn  our  houfe?,  wc  care  little  therefor. 

•  We  fliall  make  them  ag.iin  cheap 
‘  enough-  We  arc  but  three  days  to 

•  make  them  again,  if  wc  may  get  four 

•  or  five  flakes,  and  houghs  to  cover 
‘  them.**  It  appears,  that,  in  the  reign 
of  jamc'  I.  the  houfes  within  borough 
were  not  above  twenty  feet  high.  And, 
even  in  the  fixtccnth  century,  churched 
Were  generally  covered  i^ith  1  hatch.

The  fird  volume  contains  the  hiftory 
of  the  Egyptians,  Chinele,  Alfyiiaiis,  Ba¬ 
bylonians,  PHoenicians,  Hebrews  or  Jews, 
Medcs,  Pcrlians,  Scythians,  Ccltx:,  In¬ 
dians;,  Greeks,  ai.<l  Komans,  and  doles 
with  the  hillory  of  the  fecond  Punic  war.

“  A  delicate  tafle,  a  lively  imagination, 
a  fertility  of  genius,  a  rich  harmonious 
language,  eminent  abilities  excited  by 
the  molt  ardent  emulation,  altogether 
contributed  to  make  the  Greeks,  in  point 
of  learning,,  the  luaftcrs  and  models  of 
the  whi>lc  world.  Their  incomparable 
language,  univerfally  flexible,  and  fit  to 
tnibilliih  every  fubjeft,  had,  under  the 
pv’n  of  Homer,  united  grace,  ftiength, 
and  majefty,  and  was  wt)rthy  either  to 
celebrate  the  piaifcs  of  Jupiter,  or  of 
Venus  ;  which,  it  1  am  not  miflaken, 
evidently  proves,  that  there  were  go<xl 
writcra  bcfoie  tlic  lime  of  Homer  ;  for 
buigiiagcs  arc  formed  but  veiy  (lowly, 
and  can  be  improved  only  by  llic  labours 
ol  th<*  learnetl. 

••  Potiry  has  almoft  always  been  prior 
to  cvc:y  oihcr  kiiul  of  learning,  which  is 
undoubtedly  owing  to  its  being  the  pro¬ 
duce  of  fenliintnt  and  fancy,  two  facul- 
ii(  s  ot  ibe  mind  always  employed  before 
rc  lion.  Si  nliblc  minds  arc  led  by  a  kind 
of  oiitiiu't  ii)  I'liig  their  plealiirrs,  their 
iMppincis,  the  gods  whom  they  adore, 
the  hcrocb  they  admiie,  and  the  events 
they  w'ilii  to  iiA>c  engraveu  upon  ihtif 


memories :  accordingly  poetry  has  been 
cultivated  in  all  favage  nations.  The 
warmth  of  the  paflions  has  been  of  great 
uftf  iu  promoting  this  delight lul  art,  but 
the  ciufe  of  humanity  has  oiteii  given  a 
fubjcift  for  the  fong  of  the  poet,  l^c  in* 
trntion  of  the  Iliad  of  Homer  was  to 
ftifle  that  difeord  which  prevailed  in  the 
minds  of  the  Greeks;  and  by  exhibiting  a 
view  of  the  noble  deeds  of  their  aiiccf- 
tora,  to  inlpire  them  with  a  palHon  for 
peifinining  heroic  adion^.  If  tlic  mil¬ 
der  virtues  had  been  known  at  that  time, 
it  is  probable  they  had  likcwil'e  been  ce¬ 
lebrated  by  llomcT. 

“  The  drama,  which  was  invented  in 
the  time  of  Solon,  had  its  lource  Irom 
the  poems  of  Homer ;  aClions  which  gave 
pleaiurc  to  the  reader,  received  additional 
charms,  by  being  intioduced  upon  the 
11  age,  and  were  accompanied  with  emi¬ 
nent  advantage.  jElchyliis,  who  wag  the 
leal  father  4>t  tragedy,  (tor  the  farces  of 
Thefpis  do  not  defeive  that  name,)  em¬ 
ployed  terror  and  pity  to  aflV^t  the  hu¬ 
man  heart.  He  lived  at  the  time  of  tlic 
invaiioi)  oi  Xerxes,  and  bis  pieces  wcie 
filled  with  exprelfions  of  hatred  againfl 
tyranny.  Sophocles  made  his  r.pptarancc 
before  the  death  of  /Efcbyliu,  and  not 
only  diftiulcd  witn  him,  but  carried  from 
him  the  prize  of  »ncril,  by  rendering  tra¬ 
gedy  more  inteicfling,  by  the  regularity 
of  his  plots,  and  the  elevation  of  his  flylc. 
Euripides,  who  was  his  rival,  intioduced 
that  philoiophy  which  bringi  morals  into 
action,  and  infpires  the  mind  with  a  love 
of  virtue. 

.  “  We  can  fcarccly  believe  that  the 
principal  view  of  thefc  poets  was  to  cor¬ 
real  the  paflions,  by  affecting  the  heart 
with  pathetic  fubje^s:  but  it  is  certain, 
that  while  they  fought  the  approbation 
of  ibr  fpectators,  they  conveyed  mod  ad¬ 
mirable  indruiflions  to  the  audience, 
w  ithout  making  ufe  of  exprelfions  which 
could  corrupt  the  hearts,  or  injure  the 
morals  of  the  people.  How  greatly  ufe- 
lul  would  theatrical  reprel'entationf  prove, 
if  (uch  alluring  pleafnres  were  only  em¬ 
ployed  as  a  vehicle  for  the  conveyance  of 
noble  and  virtuous  fentiments  I 

“  Comedy,  in  particular,  may  be  made 
one  of  the  belt  ichools  for  focicty,  by  ex- 
p<'fing  vice  to  ridicule.  It  is  inconceiv¬ 
able  how  the  Athenians  could  beftow 
fuch  applaufe,  after  having  acquired  a 
relilh  lor  the  moral  lelfons  of  the  tragic 
potu.  They  almoft  imputed  to  Euripi¬ 
des  ai»  a  crime,  the  having  put  the  follow¬ 
ing  cxprcflion  into  the  mouth  of  Hipp»-

All  tile  Ollier  kimls  of  poetiy,  the 
lyric,  elegiac,  epigrammatic,  and  paitorai,. 
have  likcwile  ci>me  ti)  us  li oin  the  Greeks, 
and  have  all  been  improved  by  the  Ro-- 
man  3.”

.nV.indon  Ganida.  Nov.i  Seo’ii,  the  Tlori- 
d.i^,  and  Kh<»dr-in riul,  would  leave  the 
Air.c'scaiif  at  bdieity  to  let  loufe  all  t'^cir 
riivtrcrs  >i:ainfl  onr  .PaiuN  ;  and  if  they 
^.onld  fall,  the  whole  con’eft  would  hr  .it 
an  e  nd.  'Fhr  empire  ot  the  fe«  woniil  be 
p.  PC.  .ird  It  would  be  oi  t  of  onr  power 
ever  to  rcrovri  it;  f  if  America  was  lo 
f’lntid,  ih:»t  what  with  the  raw  matrri- 
s’' fhr  fr»d.  h^i  ft  It,  rr-d  thj  ifTiflai'cc  Ibe 
cvaiddraw  f.om  Fiancs  in  cinva;  and 


cnrdapf,  flie  could  foon  raife  a  navy,  that, 
in  cernjundion  with  that  of  France,  would 
beat  ui  out  of  the  fcas.  What  Oic  had 
d.)nc  already,  though  hard  preflTed  by  a 
war, TTiipht  give  room  to  guefs  at  what 
fhr  might  do,  if  fhe  ftioiild  enjoy  fomc 
years  of  peace,  The  fituation  of  their 
country,  full  of  creeks  and  bays,  and  in* 
tcrfi'(5ted  with  navigable  rivers,  made  the 
xv.itery  element  alnioft  natural  to  them. 
From  all  this  he  concluded  that  our  con- 
tert  with  America  was  not  for  revenue, 
but  for  empire  ;  for  if  they  fliould  tri¬ 
umph,  ail  our  glory  would  be  at  an  end. 
Mr  Ncekar  was  certainly  averfe  to  the 
war,  becaufe  it  deranged  his  plans  of 
(rconomy;  the  merchants  of  difTerent 
ports  had  fent  remimf^rancctf  to  him  ;  the 
people  in  general  difliked  the  w’ar,  and 
fomc  of  the  moll  ilUuhions  charaiflers  in 
Fiance  were  albamed  of  the  perfidioua 
p.'.it  their  Court  lud  av^ed  ;  the  ruin  of 
the  French  trade  would  foon  make  tliera 
tired  i*f  a  war  w  hich  w'as  attended  with 
ruin  and  difgraee.  At  inch  a  time  was  it 
proper  to  relax?  In  his  opinion  W'c  Ibould 
reih'uble  our  efiorts,  and  we  Ihould  foon 
put  1  f  lorious  conclufion  to  hodilities. 

On  Mr  Fox  having  maintained,  “  that 
thu*  Lord  Chatham  would  not  give  up 
America,  it  wms  becinfe  he  wilhed  lo  re¬ 
gain  it  by  a  peace  ;  at  all  events  he  never 
h.4d  contended  that  mir  iriiopa  ftiould  re¬ 
main  in  America;  with  the  late  noble 
Farl  it  was  a  maxim,  that  America  wag 
not  to  be  Co  K’uered  in  America;  he 
would  have  made  continental  connexions, 
aiul  forced  France  to  defend  her  domi¬ 
nions  ag.iinlt  a  hoft  of  foes,** — Gov.  John- 
ftuiie  anfwered,  I'bat  though  Lord  Cha¬ 
tham  might  not  have  thought  it  nccclTary 
to  fight  the  French  in  America,  yet  he 
never  fin  cl y  would  futfer  an  army  to  re¬ 
main  inaXivein  America.  For  his  part 
he  would  keep  the  army  there,  reinforce, 
anil  make  it  aX  w  ith  fpirit,  in  order  to 
fui'dne  the  rebels :  if  his  honourable 
friend  would  bring  the  army  back  wito 
the  intent  of  facilitating  the  conquelt  of 
America,  tkeir  objrX  was  the  fame,  but 
the  ine^ns  as  different  as  they  could  be; 
lo  different  indeed  that  he  thought  it  hit 
duty  to  alk.  his  honourable  friend  w'hc- 
thcr  hr  intrvfifd  to^it'e  up  jifnerica  or  not  f 
He  had  afked  the  noble  Lord  if  the  Ame¬ 
rican  war  was  rtlinquilhed,  and  he  re¬ 
ceived  nn  anfwer ;  his  honourable  friend 
W’as  therefore  bound  to  anlwcr  the  quef- 
ti'  n  he  then  put  tvi  him.  Tliere  was  no, 
rr.ii:  w  ho  had  a  more  fcvcrcign  contempe 
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Jforlhf  prefect  ;idminiftration  than  he  had; 
®  but  he  had  (till  rather  give  them  his  (up- 
port,  while  they  feemed  determined  to 
profecute  the  war,  than  thofe  who,  if  they 
were  in  office,  would  abandon  it.  Wc 
wanted  nothing  but  Ipirit;  redoubled  ef¬ 
forts  would  ftcurc  us  fuccefs.  If  Spain 
(lioiild  declare  againft  us,  (hould  we 
crouch  and  give  up  the  conlefl  ?  No! 
Like  Britons  who  never  fliew  more  mag¬ 
nanimity  than  in  dilfrefs,  wc  (hould  (train 
every  nerve  to  face  every  enemy.  When 
France  heat  us,  and  the  Dutch  with  us, 
out  of  the  Engliih  Channel,  and  with  a 
broom  at  their  ma(t»hcad  fwept  our  own 
fca'»,  did  our  anccltors  defpair  ?  No  !  they 
florionHy  exerted  thcmfelvcs,  and  foon' 
fnatchcfc!  the  feepter  of  the  feas  from 
IVancc.  When  Rii(ria,  Denmark,  Po¬ 
land,  and  Saxony,  all  declared  againft 
Sweden,  did  the  young  Charles  XII.  im¬ 
plore  the  mercy  of  his  enemies?  No! 
I. ike  a  hero  he  oppofed,  and  by  the  vigour 
of  his  exertions,  in  fix  weeks  time  ditfipa- 
ted  a  dorm  that  threatened  his  kingdom 
with  nothing  lefs  than  abfolutc  deftruc- 
tion.  Did  the  King  of  Pru(ria,  when  op¬ 
pofed  (ingly  to  a  continent  in  arms,  de¬ 
cline  a  war,  and  poorly  fue  for  peace?  No! 
He  bravely  oppofed  himfelf  to  the  danger, 
and  by  his  fpirited  exertions,  made  the 
cor.clufion  of  the  war  as  glorious  to  him¬ 
felf,  as  it  had  threatened  to  be  fatal,  i.et 
Britain  do  the  like,  and  victory  would 
every-where  attend  her  colours :  for  fpi- 
rit  and  perfcvcrance  overcome  every  op- 
pofition. 

Mr  T.  Tofivnjhend  lafhed  the  miniftcr 
for  having  inlinuated  that  oppofition 
railed  againft  miniftry  while  th>y  did  not 
appear  averfeto  their  company,  and  a(ked 
the  noble  Lord  if  there  were  none  of 
them  that  had  rrfufed  offers?  As  to  the 
CO  ifidence  the  nohlc  Lord  had  told  them 
was  necelTary  to  be  rrpofed  in  admini- 
((ration,  he  did  not  know  in  what  manner 
to  reprobate  it  as  it  deferved.  What ! 
were  the  public  to  repofe  faith  in  the  nii- 
iiiftry,  merely  becaufe  they  had  never  yet 
once  kept  their  word?  And  was 

to  be  hoped  from  them  that  bad 
done  nothing?  He  then  to<yk  a  circuit  to 
the  iflsnd  of  St  Lucia,  and  mentioning 
the  bravery  with  which  the  Britift)  troops 
bad  repelled  the  attack  of  tlic  French, 
remarked,  that  that  was  the  kind  of  war 
be  wiOied  to  fee  adminiftralion  pride 
tbrmfclves  in,  and  without  following 
which  clofcly  up,  sve  never  could  become 
the  great  anj-ftounlhipz  natioa  wc  occe 
V  crc.  '

On  a  Motion  to  infert  in  the  necw  Bill  for 
regulating  Court s^martinly  a  claufe  ew- 
pv=wering  fuch  Court j  to  ad  difcretional* 
ly  in  cafes  of  negligence^  or  error  in  judg¬ 
ments 

SIR  CHARLES  BANBURT  arraigned 
the  aid  of  George  11.  which  indiferimi- 
nately  dooms  the  coward,  the  dilFaffeifted, 
and  the  negligent  officer  to  death.— 
Cowardice  and  difaffeiffion  might  deferve 
fuch  a  punilhment,  but  gentlemen  would 
furely  think  de.ith  too  fevere  a  piinifh- 
incnt  for  ncgligtnce;  and  as  the  Admi¬ 
ralty  had  difeiaimed  a  difcrctionary  power, 
which,  if  they  have  not,  they  ought  to 
have,  to  keep  up  the  forms  of  the  confti- 
tution  by  acting  as  a  grand  jury,  he  would 
be  glad  to  place  fttch  a  power  fomewhere, 
that  the  oliBcers  of  the  navy  who  fo  gal¬ 
lantly  fight  for  their  country  ffiould  have 
fome  ffiield  for  tleir  honour  and  their 
lives  :  he  therefore  moved,  that  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  naval  Court-martials  might  have  a 
difcrctionary  power  to  inffiift  a  capital  or 
fuch  other  punilhment,  as  from  circum- 
ftances  ffiouhl  appear  more  proper,  in  cafe* 
of  negligence,  where  by  the  law  the  Court 
has  at  prefent  no  alternative,  f>ut  muft 
condemn  capitally  :  fuch  a  claufe  as  thia 
would  have  (aved  the  life  of  an  unfortu¬ 
nate  man  (meaning  Admiral  Byng),  w’hofe 
fate  w’as  a  reproach  to  our  laws.  He 
would  not  at  that  time  make  any  altera¬ 
tion  in  tire  law,  when  Sir  Hugh  Pallifcr 
was  preparing  for  trial,  if  the  alteration 
was  to  add  rigour  to  the  law;  as  it  was 
to  relax  it,  he  hoped  that  his  conduit  wai 
blamclrfs. 

5fr  IVilllam  Meredith  did  not  like  to 
hear  the  law  arraigned  ;  if  a  fentence  \va» 
unjuft,  there  was  rtdrefs  in  the  merry  of 
the  Sovereign,  which  it  was  as  much  tfTe 
right  of  the  fubjeil  to  demand,  as  it  was 
the  prerogative  of  the  Prince  to  grant# 
He  would  not  admit  that  there  was  any 
thing  in  Admiral  Byng’s  cafe  that  Was  a 
reproach  to  the  law;  for  when  it  had  hern 
ftid  by  fome,  that  if  the  officers  who  tried 
him  were  to  be  freed  from  their  oath  of 
fccrcfy,  they  could  difeover  fuch  thingga* 
muft  procure  him  his  p*rdon  ;  a  bill  wai 
brought  into  the  Commons,  and  pafTed  fjr
